"How to Be Happy Though Edu- 
cated/' is the theme upon which 
Charles Milton Newcomb, well known 
lecturer, will speak at the twenty- 
ninth graduation program of Antloch 
Township High school, at which 45 
students will receive their diplomas 
Friday evening. 

Newcomb was head of the depart- 
ment of public speaking in a large 
university when he became interested 
in the Cleveland Industrial associa- 
tion, a pioneer attempt to study rela- 
tions between, employers and em- 
ployes, and became its executive sec- 
retary. 

He was for a time editor of the in- 
dustrial relations magaiine, "Co-oper- 
ation."

(4000 foremen and executives) and 
other leading school groups, clubs 
and organizations.

Due to the delay of the Tax

A ilre originating from a kerosene 
stove caused damages estimated at 
$1,000 to the family residence on the 
old Lasco homestead, State Line road, 
Tuesday morning at 10 o'clock. None 
of the loss was covered by insurance. 
The fire was discovered by Mrs. 
Hulda Lasco, owner, on her return 
to the kitchen after stepping into the 
yard for a few minutes. , 

She was unable to extinguish the 
blaze, and after vainly attempting to 
do so, she summoned her sons Bebe 
and William from the fields where 
they were working and a call was put 
in to the Antioch Are department. 
Had Gained Headway 
Bringing its No. 1 engine, which 
carries 500 gallons of water, and its 
1,000 gallon tank truck, the fire de- 
partment had the blaze under control 
within an hour, although it had 
gained considerable headway in the 
dry woodwork and timbers before the 
firemen arrived. 

The Antioch Rescue squad, which 
accompanies the fire trucks on calls 
outside of the city limits, also re- 
sponded. 

The building was one which had 
been purchased' by the Lasco family 
when an earlier dwelling house on 
the homestead burned about 35 years 
ago and had been moved to its pres- 
ent site from across the road and 
remodeled at that time.

Carter H. Harrison. Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue, announced today that 
auto use tax stamps in the denomina- 
tion of $5.00 will be placed on sale in 
all postoffices. in the main office of 
the Collector of Internal Revenue, 
and in all division offices on Saturday, 
June 10. The stamps will evidence 
payment of the tax for the Bscal year 
beginning July 1, 1944, and must be 
purchased on or before that date. 
The stamps will be serially numl>ered, 
will be gummed on the face, and will 
have provision on the back for entry 
of the make, model, serial number, 
and state license number of the vehi- 
cle. 

Mr. Harrison said that, to guard 
against loss or theft, it has been sug- 
gested that, when affixing the stamps, 
the vehicle owner should dampen 
the windshield rather than the adhe- 
sive side of the stamp. This method 
has been recommended to keep the 
stamp intact upon the windshield. As 
an additional precaution, it Is also 
suggested that each motor vehicle 
owner should make a record of the 
serial number which appears on the 
use tax stamp for protection in the 
event the stamp should become lost. 

An automobile Are, believed to 
have been caused by an overheated 
engine, brought a call for the Antioch 
fire department this afternoon at 2 
o'clock.

Consumers are feeling fine these 
days. They can get most meats 
without ration points, point values 
are down in vegetables, the flush sea- 
son for milk is here, ice cream will 
be more plentiful and richer, eggs 
and poultry are super-abundant, fish- 
ermen are bringing in tremendous 
catches, the government has been urg- 
ing people to eat more potatoes, cold 
storage warehouses are still bulging 
with food. 

Farmers know it can't last indefi- 
nitely, although food stockpiles will 
last some months. Consumers haven't 
waked up to what's coming. 

The government is making excel- 
lent progress In its campaign to get 
us off a meat diet onto cereals. Fann- 
ers are selling breeding stock. There 
will be mighty little prime beef by 
fall, barring some sort of miracle. 

Frosts and floods cut potato pro- 
duction to normal levels. Fruit pros- 
pects are mostly good, but the govern- 
ment will Uke a large part of the 
canned, fruit pack again. 

If food gets really scarce farmers 
will get along. They always cat first.

'^'The men who were left were ol- 
most crazy with rage. One Zero was 
shot down by a Dutchman who stood 
in front of the hangar holding a .30- 
caliber machine gun across his arm.

"It was a hell of a mess. And

Fortresses and Consolidated four-en- 
gine B-24's, plus some twin-englne

Dutch were using to evacuate. The 
Japs wouldn't waste time reccoing it 
if they didn't have a carrier some- 
where near. God knows we'd leorned 
. they were methodical— a recco plane 
and Inevitably, within forty-eight 
hours, they'd hit. 

"So at breakfast I mentioned it 
to the officer in charge of the field 
(a new man, just out from the 
States). 'Did you know, sir, the Japs 
had a recco plane over last night?' 
And went on to say that we had 
quite a bit of stuff here, and while 
of course the crews were terribly 
tired, maybe it should be moved out. 

"He listened, and because I was 
on edge, his hesitation somehow an- 
noyed me. But he finally said may- 
be I had point there. And think- 
ing about it, he finished his break- 
fast. I was glad when we got out 
of there after breakfast for Mel- 
bourne." 

"You should have been glad," said 
Charlie Reeves, the bombardier, 
"because we were still in Broome 
that evening. The field was still 
loaded, all right, mostly Forts— all 
of them planes pulled out of Java. 
That night all but three of the Forts, 
including ours, pulled out for Mel- 
bourne. We had to stay and work on 
our brakes, But it was a setup for 
the Japs. I didn't like it a bit. Out 
behind the breakwater were a few 
big Dutch Catalina flying boats, 
loaded with women and children 
from Java. That night and very 
early next morning more came in. 

"We worked most of the night on 
the brakes, and then went to sleep 
in that hangar shack. I slept fit- 
fully—woke at five, to get an early } 
start. It didn't seem healthy to me ; 
or to any of the rest of us. .Mtor a | 
makeshift mess — hot beans and cof- I 
fee plus field rations— we went out to 1 
the ship at six and stood by. j 

"Skiles had asked the officer In ' 
charge when he could take oil. But 
he gave Skiles to understand we 
were evacuees just like the others. ' 
When we wore given our passenger j 
list, we could go. j 

"So we stood around the plane i 
from six o'clock until 9:10, wailinf; 
for that list and those orders. At 
this minute Seryeanl Britl happened 
to look up and hollered: 'Make a 
run for it, fellows— here come some 
Zeros." Five of us who were stand- 
ing back of the plane dropped into a i 
hole about fifty feet away. 

"One Zero peeled off and strafed 
the Fortress with incendiaries. It - 
caught fire immediately, then the ; 
Zero went on down and strafed a 
B-24, setting it afire. Then it turned | 
and, coming in directly over our 
hole from the rear, strafed them ' 
again. It ropoalod this si.x times, j 
also firing a 20-miUimeter cannon at I 
us, which caved in our hole and cov- ; 
ered us with dirt. I 

"When Sergeant Britt first hoi- ; 
lered out, a big B-2-1 loaded with j 
twenty-si.x people had just cleared ' 
the runway. When the Zeros hit, it ! 
was out over the ocean headed for I 
Perth. It had hardly had time to 
pull its wheels up — and there was no 
room in there for them to swing a ! 
gun in their own defense— when a ' 
Zero caught up with it and dropped j 
it in the sea. 

"Two sergeants managed to get 
out. They swam for thirty-two 
hours, one of them giving up in 



us: 'We expect planes in between 
now and midnight, but we don't 
know how many. We're compiling a 
! priority list, but if your name isn't 
j called by two o'clock, I advise you 
I to get out of here quick, and the 
j best way you can, even if you have 

to walk— and it's a long walk.* 
1 "He turned out to be right. I 
I fooled around until 2:30 and then, 
• when my name hadn't been called, 
! nine of us decided we'd string along 
I with a civilian contractor who'd of- 
I fered us a lift. He had thirty men 
I and five Ford trucks, and said he 
j was headed south down the coast for 
the nearest town, called Port Hed- 
land, two hundred miles away. The 
Army had some emergency rations 
hidden In the woods, so we helped 
ourselves to enough of those to keep 
us on the trip. 

"Then I began to find out about 
Australia. Those guys are like oun 
Westerners— pioneer types, except 
bigger. When we got twenty miles 
out of Broome the road ended en- 
tirely. After that— nothing at all. 
We had to push those trucks through 
sand, and make long detours around 
salt-water marshes. Even our drink- 
ing water had to be carried in the 
trucks. They talked about passing 
three ranches. We did, and I dis- 
covered they were the only three 
houses between Broome and Port 
Hedland. .\ million acres is nothing 
to an Australian. The country looks 
like West Texas, ond is covered thin- i 
ly with what they call gum trees. !

General Brett. as his personal pilot 
and senior air^alde, and I selected 
the crew. Of course when it came 
to picking the plane Itself, the Gen- 
eral ordered a D, because all the 
E'a with tail guns were needed for 
combat and he wanted those planes 
saved for the boys who would be 
going out on missions. 

"But when it.came to which D we 
would pick, it Had to be' the Swoose, 
because there was no other left.

I'd flown 
our D'a out from the States, through 
the Philippines and Java, and I've 
always felt the old Swoosc was just 
a few miles faster and answered the 
controls a little more smoothly than 
the others. - 

"So now. as pilot and crew of the 
commanding Air Force General's 
plane, we In the Swoose were mak- 
ing weekly trips into the war zone 
from Headquarters far down in Mel- 
bourne, up to Darwin and Port 
Moresby, which were then far-flung 
outposts on ,the;battle line. The Gen- 
eral would average sixty hours a 
month In the air— thirty of them at 
least in this combat zone. To get 
him in and out of it, the Swoose often 
hit ISO air hours per month. 

"At Moresby it was never safe to 
leave the Swoose on the ground by 
day. We'd sneak In at night, leave 
the General, ond be off back to 
Townsville by dawn, coming in to 
pick him up again the next night. 
Sometimes the General would just 
have time to scramble aboard while 
we cleared the field as the alarm 
sounded. He was bound he wouldn't 
lose the Swoose. 

"We now began to get a peek out 
over the top at the broad picture of 
this Far Eastern war. There were 
differences over strategy, but it was 
never Australians versus Ameri- 
cans. The cleavage was ground- 
minded versus air-minded thinking. 
The Australian air generals saw eye 
to eye with our American air lead- 
ers.

But when 
this Jap started down to strafe, one 
of our gunners gave the show away 
by opening fire too soon— otherwise 
we would have got him. 

"We zigzagged for five daya» and 
then at Perth wwe loaded into a 
troop train for Melbourne. I was In 
' the coach next the engine, and tha 
Australians couldn't do too much for 
us. The engineer drew a can of hot 
water from his boiler and madt us 
some tea out of hts strictly rationed 
supply, apologizing because it 
wasn't stronger. 

"I guess I was about the last one 
of us to arrive." 

"Not by a couple of weeks .you 
weren't," sold Harry Schricber, t!ie 
navigator, indignantly.
